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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The proposed amendment materially changes the meets and bounds of the claim. Specifically, the dust 
discharge aperture would not longer be an element of the second passage, i.e. comprised, but a distinct separate part of the component. 
This limitation has not been previously presented and would require further search and consideration. Also, at least with respect to claim 
26, the amendment would raise the issue of new matter. Claim 26, would require the particles to travel through the first passage, second 
passage and then into the dust discharge aperture. This is significantly different from the described and enabled flow path of particles 
whereby the particles are directed into the dust discharge aperture from the turning section and never enter the second passage. Thereby, 
the proposed amendment does not simplify or reduce the issues appeal. 
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
